OTHER OUTRAGES IN COUNTY 


A fiendish and outrageous attempt to wreck property with- 


°"t re*»«i to the danger to human life was made this morning 
about njae o'clock at Winburne when a quantity of explosive of 
*>m« nature which was planted in the cellar undere the Bitumln- 
out National Bank exploded. 


Good fortune alone accounts for the fact that no lives were 


lost and that nobody suffered any injury aside from the shock ant' 
fright which in to be expected. 


The bank has three employees and all had reported for duty 


at the regular time and were engaged in shaping up their wort 
lor the day. Cashier Walter Stewart had stepped out for a mo- 
ment and on his return to the main floor of the bank was thrown 
three or four feet into the air by the force of the explosion under- 
neath. Mias Anna Danielson a clerk in the bank was in the vault 
Vetting some records and she had a narrow escape from being 
buried in the debris but the vault was of good construction and 
the force of the exlosion which lifted the floor was not sufficient 
to wreck the vault although it did lift the heavy vault door off 
its hinges and in falling over it narrowly missed Cashier Stewart 
Walter Holt, teller of the bank, was standing at the counter and 
although stunned by the force of the blast was uninjured. These 
employes say that the whole building seemed to raise and then 
settle again on its foundation. Directly after the explosion the 
two men, believing another blast may be planted, dropped Miss 
Danietion out of the side window and then left the banking roon* 
by the same route. It wa» fully twenty minutes before entry 
could be made to .the banking rooms as a fire had broken out In 
the cellar and all efforts were directed to putting out the blaze 
which did little damage aside from destroying some records stored 
in the cellar. Little damage was done to the property, even the 
•team pipes, wiring and fixtures all remaining in their places un- 
harmed. The telephone exchange of the H. & C. Telephone com- 
pany is located on the second floor of the building as is also the 
dental parlors of Dr. H. C. Jones. No damage was done in eith- 
er place excepting that the exchange operator was terribly fright- 
ened. The operator was Miss Lena Jimeson. She bravely stuck 
to her post of duty. 


Immediately after the explosion the authorities were notified 


but up to this hour there has been no clue unearthed which would 
fasten suspicion on anybody. There has been nothing found in 
the ruins in the cellar to indicate that an infernal machine or' 
bomb was planted and still that must have been the case as there 
was no explosive stored there and no means of anybody setting 
off the blast at the time. 


The officials of the bank can ascribe no reason to the attempt- 


ed wrecking of the institution. So far as they know there are 
none who have a reason to harbor any grudge, real or fancied, and 
the popular opinion is that the attempted wrecking of the bank 
is the work of that element popularly known as the Bolsheviki 


Those who were in the vicinity of the bank when the explo- 


sion occurred declared that the fumes indicated that both dyna- 
mite and black powder were exploded.

OTHER OUTRAGES IN COUNTY 


A fiendish and outrageous attempt to wreck property with- 


°"t re*»«i to the danger to human life was made this morning 
about njae o'clock at Winburne when a quantity of explosive of 
*>m« nature which was planted in the cellar undere the Bitumln- 
out National Bank exploded. 


Good fortune alone accounts for the fact that no lives were 


lost and that nobody suffered any injury aside from the shock ant' 
fright which in to be expected. 


The bank has three employees and all had reported for duty 


at the regular time and were engaged in shaping up their wort 
lor the day. Cashier Walter Stewart had stepped out for a mo- 
ment and on his return to the main floor of the bank was thrown 
three or four feet into the air by the force of the explosion under- 
neath. Mias Anna Danielson a clerk in the bank was in the vault 
Vetting some records and she had a narrow escape from being 
buried in the debris but the vault was of good construction and 
the force of the exlosion which lifted the floor was not sufficient 
to wreck the vault although it did lift the heavy vault door off 
its hinges and in falling over it narrowly missed Cashier Stewart 
Walter Holt, teller of the bank, was standing at the counter and 
although stunned by the force of the blast was uninjured. These 
employes say that the whole building seemed to raise and then 
settle again on its foundation. Directly after the explosion the 
two men, believing another blast may be planted, dropped Miss 
Danietion out of the side window and then left the banking roon* 
by the same route. It wa» fully twenty minutes before entry 
could be made to .the banking rooms as a fire had broken out In 
the cellar and all efforts were directed to putting out the blaze 
which did little damage aside from destroying some records stored 
in the cellar. Little damage was done to the property, even the 
•team pipes, wiring and fixtures all remaining in their places un- 
harmed. The telephone exchange of the H. & C. Telephone com- 
pany is located on the second floor of the building as is also the 
dental parlors of Dr. H. C. Jones. No damage was done in eith- 
er place excepting that the exchange operator was terribly fright- 
ened. The operator was Miss Lena Jimeson. She bravely stuck 
to her post of duty. 


Immediately after the explosion the authorities were notified 


but up to this hour there has been no clue unearthed which would 
fasten suspicion on anybody. There has been nothing found in 
the ruins in the cellar to indicate that an infernal machine or' 
bomb was planted and still that must have been the case as there 
was no explosive stored there and no means of anybody setting 
off the blast at the time. 


The officials of the bank can ascribe no reason to the attempt- 


ed wrecking of the institution. So far as they know there are 
none who have a reason to harbor any grudge, real or fancied, and 
the popular opinion is that the attempted wrecking of the bank 
is the work of that element popularly known as the Bolsheviki 


Those who were in the vicinity of the bank when the explo- 


sion occurred declared that the fumes indicated that both dyna- 
mite and black powder were exploded.
